We present below a brief et pk 
prepared by Henry E. Spencer, MP., 
secretary of the U.F.A. group, upon 
convention resolutions in the Domta- 
ion parliament which closed on May 
26th last. Many of them are of first- 


the record will give a fair indication 
of the manner in which the interests 
jof agriculture and of the masses of 
the people of Canada have been kept 
to the front during the session by 
our representatives. 

The report of course contains only 
a partial picture giving but a slight 
indication of the work which was 
done in the House and in the various 
Committees, 

Mr. Spencer's eleventh annual re- 
port follows: 

1. Right Relationship of Prices, 
and Relationship of Prices as Be- 
tween Producer and Consumer.— 
These resolutions contain in effect a 
strongly worded protest against the 
unfair price relationship which ex- 
ists’ as between the goods which the 
farmers produce, and those which 
they must purchase, suggesting that 
this condition is due in part to our 
fiscal policy, and that this should be 
met either by reducing tariffs upon 
manufactured goods or by some sys- 
tem of price fixing within the coun- 
try. The possible effect of watered 
stock is also réferred to as a factor 
in the situation. 

The Prime Minister reminded us 
that price fixing is a matter for the 
Provinces. The subject of waterea 
stock, the Government claimed, had 
been given consideration, but they? 
would need the. co-operation ‘of the 
Provinces before any good could be 
accomplished. 

2. Request for Social and Eoon- 


from soil drifting; damage from 
pests is small. Conditions in general 
are satisfactory. Elsewhere in the 
Dominion prospects are encouraging, 
though the season is late in some re- 
gions. In Quebec crops are not as for 
ward as.usual but seeding is now 
practically completed and, while 
rains have benefited pastures, warm 
weather is needed to stimulate the 
growth of all crops. In Ontario at 
crops are making marked progress, 
there being ample moisture and 
favourable growing conditions, Some 
slight damage to spring crops on low 
lands is reported due to heavy rains 
which have also delayed the setting 
out of tobacco and tomato plan:s 
and the planting of corn. In the 
Maritime Provinces cold, wet weath- 
er has somewhat retarded seeding 
which is about two weeks behind last 
year. In British Columbia weathu. 
condition continue favourable with 
ample moisture. Grain and hay crops 
are showing satisfactory growth. 
Alberta—In the northeastern. area, 
early sown wheat averages four inch 
es with damage from pests negligible 
In the southeastern area moisture is 
ample with no damage to date. In 
the western area germination is evo. 
but crops are seventeen days late. 
Early sown wheat is two to five 
inches high and stooling well. Ther 
has been slight damage from the 
cutworm in isolated sections but 
with excessive moisture danger is 
believed past. Sugar beet crops are 
making headway with an exception. 
ally good stand. Saskatchewan—In 
the northern area growth has been 
retarded by frosts in some districts 
Wheat averages fcur inches in height 
vith germination even. Moisture 
conditions are fair to good. South- 
ern area, soiy drifting has been geri- 
ous im certain localities but recemict 
rains will effect some recovery. 
There has been some damage from 
cutworms but it is not extensive. 
The average height of wheat is five 
inches. Manitoba—All grains’ show 4 
healthy growth and are stooling well 
with the average height for wheat 
six to eight inches. There has been 
slight damage from goil drifting in 
a few districts.

8. ‘Domestio Freight Ratés on 
Grain.—Refers to the present domes- 
tic freight rates, particularly 
grain, having more specifically in 
mind the rates westward in Britisti 
Columbia, and asks that action be 
taken to correct the existing in- 
eauality as between export and dor 
estic rates. This subject was thor- 
curhly discussed in the House of 
Sommons through the introduction 
of a resolution, and no vote was tak- 
en as the subject was talked out. 

4. Standard Weight of Boxed 
Apples.—Suggests shortage in the 
content of boxes and crates contain- 
ing apples, and requests that legi- 
slation be brought down which would 
ensure full weight being given. This 
the Government considered was 4 
case of property and civil rights, and 
therefore belonged to the Provinces. 

5. Military Displays, Oisarma- 
ment Conference, Disarmam®nt, Ca- 
det Training, Conscription Act.— 
These refer to the signature of Can- 
ada tq the Kellogg Peace Pact, urg- 
ing that action be taken in conform- 
ity with this position, and in respect 
to— 

(a) Military displays on pubiic 
occasions. 

(b) Sale of arms and munitions 
by residents of Canada to warring 
countries. ‘ 

(c) Cadet training and militaty 
conscription. 

(d) In the game connection pro- 
test was made against the action of 
the Government in not including 4 
representative of Western Canada a8 
a delegate to the Disarmament Con- 
ference in Geneva. 

The Government was very non- 
committal with respect to the above, 
but with regard to (b) said that no 
arms or munitions were being sold 
by residents of Canada to warring 
countries. | 

7. Use of Lash for First Offenders 

Resolution “urges discontinuation 
of the lash in the above cases. The 
Minister of Justice did not wish to 
accede to the request, as he felt that 
the punishment had good results in 
deterring others from similar offen- 
ees. He said, however, that such 
punishment was only. used in ex- 
treme cases, and then without undue 
severity.

98 of the Criminal Code. The House 
refused to consider the first reading 
of a bill to repeal Section 98, which 
was introduced by Mr. J. 8. Woods- 
worth. 

The reason given afterwards by 
the Prime Minister for the Govern- 
ment’s action was that numerous 
telegrams had been received by the 
Cabinet the same day the bill was 
presented, demanding the release of 
eight Communists convicted at Tor- 
onto recently, all the said telegranuw 
but two being signed by foreigners. 

13. Protectivé Tariff.—This ses 
forth the general attitude of the 
U.F.A. in respect of the fiscal policy 
of the country, supporting in strong 
terms the principle of greater free- 
dom of trade. The Government w4s 
opposed to the resolution. 

14. Wheat Bonus.—This resolu- 
tion indicates the attitude of the 
U.F.A. on the subject of wheat bon- 
uses, It is to be noted. that the 
farmers are not opposed to the bonus 
as an emergency measure, notwith- 
standing press reports, but that they 
do support the principle of extena- 
ing this assistance to the areas where 
crop failures took place, also as an 
emergency measure, and by the adop 
tion of the acreage basis in these 
areas. 

The Government was non-commit- 
tal. The budget, when produced om.t- 
ted any reference to a bonus on 
wheat, 

15. Whéat Certificates—Resolved 
deadlock, we ask the Dominion 
Government to legalize the wheat 
certificates ag outlined by George 
Bevington.

16. Coal Shortage in Cars.—Com- 
plaints of the general weight short- 
age in coal cars, asking for an in- 
vestigation into ¢he matter, having in 
view some regulating . action on th® 
part of the Government.
